S-R.O. 18 E.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by clauses (a> and (b) of 
section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and in supersession of the 
Delhi Cantonment (Division Into wards) Rules. 1964, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, regulating the division of the Cantonment of 
Delhi Into wards and the determination of the number of members to be elected 
by each ward the same having been previously published as recuitcd by the said 
section, namely .— 

1 Short title and commencements.—(1) These rules may be called Delhi Can¬ 
tonment (Division Into wards) Rules, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force at once.

West,—From the crossing of Sadar Bazar R'oad and Kotwall Road, along the left 
edge of the Sadar Bazar Road upto Its c;rosslng with the Cavalry Road. 

South.—From the crossing of Sadar Bazar Road and Cavalry Road eastwards 
along the left edge of the Cavalry Road upto its crossing with the Maude Road.
